state board of education. The ac- 
tion of the state board of education 
was on direct requests for appropri- 
ations.

This cut represents reduction of 


practically one million dollars on the 
[normal school budget and $3,577,000 
on the university budget. 
. • 


The budget as submitted by.the 


university :was for ?15,COO,000' from 
all funds,>and the normal/school re- 
quest .was lor $5,350,000,' Tnaking a 
gross -request of a little over $20,- 
000,000. The action of. the . state 
board of education rednces-ithese. re- 


000,000 'for the normal schools. 


"The- board notes in its action," 


said .Major E. A. Fitzpatrick, "that 
when,the..legislature finally passes 
on this budget in the spring of 1921, 
'the probabilities are strong-that the 
estimates", on "all capital accounts will 
be very much lower than these sums. 
The board therefore calls attention 
specifically to tt^e basis upon which 
the present «stiniates are made." 


The university requested $177,500 


for land, with additional request for 
$200,000 for additional land in con- 
nection with the 
me'djcal 
school 


from a present appropriation. The 
state board of education recommends 
that the state board of education be 
given $100,000 on account for the 
purchase, ol land in cooperation with 
the board of university regents at 
such times as it is available and for 
necessary purposes.

complete the engineering building 
with, a 'steam laboratory, to 'build 
the east wing of the chemistry build- 
ing, an electrical sub-station, and 
three small agricultural 
buildings, 


together with the necessary utilities 
to provide for the 
new medical 


school and'the new location for the 
enginering college. The actual cost 
of these buildings is $1,206,800 as 
submitted in the university requests, 
and at the suggestion of the1 uni- 
versity authorities, this amount was 
reduced 20 per cent to provide for 
decreasing costs. 


For the normal schools, besides 


some minor projects, beating plants 
were.approved at Platteville, River 
Falls, and Whitewater, and model 
schools were approved at pshkosh, 
Fiver Faillk, and Stevens Point. Pro- 
jects'for a heating plant at the Mil- 
waukee.school-at $75,000 and a new 
east .wing-at the Whitewater normal 
school at $300,000 were' not author- 
ized as immediately, necessary. On 
normal schools', other items -were re- 
duced to the extent ol $160,000.

From Aug. 1, 1919, when the new 


"Blue S,ky" law went into effect, to 
June 30, 1920, the securities division 
of the railroad commission received 
1,005 applications for permits to do 
business in Wisconsin, according to 
the annual report just filed with Gov. 
Philipp. Of these 769 permits were 
issued, 65 applications were denied 
or withdrawn, 123 were examined on 
which final action had not been taken 
and 48 had not been examined. Quite 
a number iof permits were later sus- 
pended for violations of the law, 
but were afterwards 
reinstated, 


while six permits were cancelled., 


The report shows that the appli- 


cations denied and those withdrawn 
were combined as many applications 
are withdrawn because the applicant 
is unwilling to meet the conditions 
or furnish the information required 
by the commission.

Dabney, superintendent of the uni- 
versity machine shops. The cost 
will be 562,000. 


Complete 
coujsen 
in forging, 


foundry, chippins and filing, pat- 
tern making and the short'course in 
carpentry 
will be installed. 
The 


present machine shops, however, 'lo- 
cated along 
Lake 
Mendota near 


Park street, will not be moved until 
the remaining two units of the shop 
system are constructed. Appropria- 
tions for these units have not yet 
been made by the itate legislature. 


"The 
now buildings and equip- 


ment are of a modern type," says 
Mr. Dabney. "They will do much 
to relieve the 
school of the con- 


gested condition which now exists 
due to heavy 
enrollment. . More 


than 600 students in our courses are 
now being taken care of with very 
limited facilities." 


Equipment from the United States 


government was 
purchased below 


cost pricj 'by the university for in- 
stallation in these shops. 
Under 


the provision of the Caldwell bill, 
passed in November, 1919, educa- 
tional institutions were granted the 
right to purchase war-time equip-, 
ment from the Koverr.ment at 15 per 
cent of the cost price. 


Thirty per cent of the eqpipment 


which has been purchased for the 
university shops has already been 
installed in the old machine shops.

Militarists May Be Balked 
Leaders are Afraid to Make Large Appropriations at the 


Present Time. 


W 


AR has broken out in Congress between those who want a 
big Standing army and a navy "second to none" and those 


who demand universal military training for the youth of the 
land. 


Poverty has produced this conflict. There is not enough 


money in sight to pay for both systems of "preparedness." By 
March there may not be enough in sight to pay for either sys- 
tem, as planned at present. 


The army and navy departments are asking for some $1,- 


500,000,000 for the "regular" armed establishments during the 
next fiscal year. Congressman Julius Kahn, leader of the mili- 
tarists, says his universal training scheme would cost a mere 
$500,000,000, but floor leader Mondell declares it would cost 
$1,300,000,000. Mondell is frightened by the state of the treas- 
ury and wants to slash appropriations all around. 


Secretary of War Baker will be called before the House 


military committee at an early date and asked to explain (in 
secret if he prefers) which country he is preparing to fight with 
the big army he is demanding at once. A like invitation to the 
secretary of the navy is probable. 


Japan is feverishly adding* to her navy, bat nobody can say 


whether it is to resist attack from the United States or to launch 
an attack herself. Others profess to see an early war with 
Great Britain, America having emerged from the world war as 
the trade "menace" to England which Germany was in 1914. 


Still others imagine that the next administration intends 


to "clean up" Russia, but Russia is 6.000 miles away. As a Re- 
publican politician puts it, "The indecent glee of Japan and 
Great Britain would be our reward for trying to conquer Russia." 


There remains Mexico. Mexico's fate, in one important re- 


spect, has been settled in the minds of those who will assume 
charge at Washington nexi March. She must submit to an 
American protectorate or to outright annexation. 


The advocates of a protectorate are growing rapidly in num- 


bers and strength. Influential church interests are said to op- \ 
pose annexation. In this objection they are supported by many 
others who view with some uneasiness the-prospects of admit- 
ting at one stroke some 14,000,000 aliens to American citizen- 
ship. 


In one particular the advocates of intervention are agreed. 


They believe that a dashing campaign of six months would bring 
Mexico to her knees and make her government sign on the dotted 
line. They have only contempt for Mexico's power of resistance. 


Persons more familiar with the temperament, topography 


and resources of Mexico believe that this contemptuous atti- 
tude constitutes a grave flaw in the program of the interven- 
tionists. It is held that the Mexicans would be solidified as Rus- 
sia was'by foreign invasion, that they would resort to prolonged 
and bloody guerilla fighting and thereby involve the United 
States in years of struggle as hard to justify and as wearing on 
the American conscience as the rape of South Africa was to the 
British. 


As regards the belief that all Latin America might fly to 


arms and invite Japan to join in the attack to frustrateAmerican 
conquest of Mexico, it is reported that during his present tour 
of the southern continent Secretary of State Colby will give 
widespread assurances that the boundaries of the United States 
will not be extended any farther southward than the Panama 
Canal
